Mysterious Explosion of a Dynamite 
Hoinb in a New York Brewery 
—.Much Broken Ghiss. 



Extensive Purchase of a Favorlto 
Brand of Tea -Au Attempt to 
Corner the Market. 



A .Hyslerloiia K.vplo.vlou. 
New York, Feb. 8.— About 5:30 this 
evening, Stephenson's browory was shaken 
up, and nearly every window for the dis- 
tance of a Id. ick iu all directions wero 
broken, by a terrilic expl.ision, the shock 
of which was fell all over the city. Tliu 
iiro dupartnient and p.dice reserves wero 
called to tho spot, but it was only after a 
long search that tho origin of the expl.p- 
sion was located. It was found to bo a 
dynamite bomb, or something of tho kind, 
which had exploded in one of tho coal 
sheds of the brewery, breaking thr.mgli a 
two-foot stfilio wall an.l demolishing a 
sliuto and the stone work all ar.aind it. 
The building itself was intact, all but tho 
windows, and the .jiily (liunago to the 
other buildings was in br.ikeii glass. 
The occupants of tho tenements 
surrounding the brewery were ' much 
frightened, but no one was injured. No 
fragments of the bomb or anything to in- 
dicate the nature .if the explosive coiil.l 
bo found, but a nuiiibcr of pieces of tin, 
whicli nob. Illy could acc.jiiiit for, were 
picked ii[i ill a tenement opposite llie 
iirewery. Tlie shock ujisot a st.ivo in a 
teiieiiieiil a lilock away, and asinall lire rc- 
aulled, wliicli was s.ion controlled. The 
explosion occurred just as the brewery 
was closing up, and Stevenaoniind his em- 
ployes think they had a lucky escape. 
There was a l)oycott on Stevenson's ale 
for a long time, due to allegati.ms that nun- 
union wages wore being paid, but Steven- 
son's men did not join it, and stuck by 
him until the boycott was declared unjust 
and was removed. Whether these facta 
have any connection with the explosion is 
not known. 

Kxniirrnlrd Iriini all IChniie. 

New York, Feb. 8. —The coron.^r'a 
jury in the case of the striliing street car 
employee Mc(iowaii, who was killed on 
Tuesday last, during an attack by strikers 
on the street car, to-day brought in a ver- 
dict that McGowan came to his death from 
a pistol shot wound at tho hands of Officer 
Siij'der. Tho jury ciinmended the officer 
and conduct.u- and driver of Hie car for 
their heroic conduct in repelling the mob 
in its attack on the car, and exonerated 
them from ull blame.

Whon it is soen that 'Mr. Mason 
possesses the principal qualifications that 
a.^member; of that committoe, ought to 
have, namely, a knowledc;e of mining and 
an interest in sooiiig that tho Oovorumont 
has used its autliority wisely and impar- 
tially, tho public will bo siirpriaod to boo 
tho opposition objecting so strongly to hia 
being placed on the committee. Thoy 
will bo apt to suspect that tho objectors 
lavosonioniotivoin ondoavoring to exclude 
Mr, Mason, which they are either nshanied 
or afraid to avow. Tliey will in a luanner 
bo forced to this conclusion when they see 
that the only disqualification urged against 
the member from ' Oanbbo is that ho is 
coinpetelit to give the oom«taiktee infor- 
nation about tho tost works. From tho 
speochea of the niombors of tho Opposi- 
tion aloiio we have como to tho conclusion 
tliat there is not a member on the com- 
mittee who is so well iitialilied to enter 
u])oii the iiKpiiry iiitoUigontly, and to 
form a correct conclusion on tho ovidenco 
that may be adduced, as this same Mr. 
Mason. It is not to be supposed that a 
man who knows little or nothing about 
mining or the circumstances of the coun- 
try in which the quartz veins aro found, 
is as good a judge of the niannorin which 
tho govoriimoiit Imvo used thoir dologated 
authority a.s a mini whose knowledge of 
both is exact and extensive. Mr. Mason, 
instead of beiiii,' in an anomalous position, 
when he ia doing his work aa a member of 
the comiiiitteo, will be jiiat vvhero he 
ought to be. hi fact, he will tind himself 
under the necessity of instructing some of 
his colleagues on points about which they 
are uninformed, and will most probably 
save thorn from making some ridiculous 
blunders. 

MILITIA ANl< UEFEl^CE. 

We have received the annual report of 
the Department of MUiti>i and Defence. 
This report enables us from an ofiicial 

point of view to observe tho condition of 
the military force of tho Dinninion. We 
tind that tho military establishniont of tho 
Dominion ia attracting tho attention of 
the other dependencies of Cireat Pritnin. 
riio (.,)uarterinasli r-( ieneral of the army in 
India apiilied to the Department for infor- 
mation on the subject of cart coimtrnctioii 
for army transport jiurposes, which he 
obtained, and, we trust, that it was satis- 
factory. The Governor of Jamaica, too, 
recently made a request that one of the 
militia officors of that colony residing in 
Canada might be temporarily attached to 
a corps of Canadian militia to enoble him 
to avail liiinflolf of the course of instruc- 
tion given to our otlicers in the Iloyal 
Schools of iNIililnry Instruction. Th i.s ap- 
plication was, we learn, promptly, cordial- 
ly and, of course, courteously complied 
with. The West Indian otlicor, we have 
no doubt, prolited by tho opportunity ex- 
tended to him, and he will be able in duo 
time to carry the fame of the Oanadian 
military schools to distant lands. 

The Canadian militia force cost the 
country last year in all tlie very consider- 
able sum of .?l,3i:!,401. Of this sum 
-*40,22o was fur aervices performed in the 
Northwest Territories in J8H5. Although 
tho Canadian aiiny has not: seen much 
active service, it litis its iiensioii list. The 
sum of §35,800 was paid last year to ;)er- 
sous who had received wounds in the de- 
fence of their country. Tho vetorans of 
1812 atill, we see, receive a small sum an- 
nually. A numberof men who received 
wounds in the Feniau raids draw $4,963 
from the Dominion Treasury, and soldiers 
who were wounded in the Northwest Re- 
bellion of 1885 are in the receipt of pen- 
sions to tho amount of §22, 115. 

TliB service performed by tiio Canadian 
militia last year cannot bo said to be 
heavy, iieitlier was it very dangerous. 
The military exjieditions were three. Our 
readers are siithcieiitly acquainted with 
the most important of those. The trouble 
with the Indians on thoSkeona River was 
deemed ofsufHciont importance to require 
the aid of Battery C to preserve order. 
In tho early part of last autumn the 
Mounted Infantry School corps of Winni- 
peg were called out to keep the 
peace between the railroad factions 
in the crossings dispute. Happily 
their services were not re(piirod though 
tlioir presence may have ineveiited mia- 
chief. Tho iiilerferiMice of the military 
was thought to lie iiecesHary to kei'jj the 
men on the Hereford railway who had 
been cheated out of thoir wages by some 
lascully contractors from taking summary 
vengeance on persona who were not re- 
sponsible for the ill-usiigo they had ro- 
ceivod. The active interference of tho 
militia was not required in this instance. 
The navvies, wIkj wore kaliaiis, were 
anienablo to reason, but the luesenco of 
armed men in tludr iioighl)oiirhi.od maj' 
have helped to enforce tho argmneiit.s 
and exhortations of thoao who tried 
to persuadt! tlu^in to refrain from com- 
mitting acta vi<denco. 

'i'he Report says that several new Iniild- 
iiigs have been erected under the sui)er 
intendence of the Department of Public 
Works. "The Montreal and (Quebec 
Drill Hall, Barracks for the Royal Schord 
of Infantry at London, and the Hamilton 
Drill Hall are mjw occupied by the force, 
and with a few additi(jnB and alterations 
which ara still rei|uireil to rentier them 
eomidete, ami which 1 have no doubl 
will be ell'eeled, may bo considered 
rir.st-cla8s liuddinga, and will meet 
tho roquironiouta of the militia 
in thoir respective localities." It 
ia to bo regretted that tho Do[nity Minis- 
ter coul4 not add tho barracks for Battery 
"0" to this list. In no part of the Do- 
minion aro accommodations forthe force 
more urgently required. We see, how- 
ever, that this niattor is not altogothor 
overlooked ni the report. Major Cioneral 
Sir Fred. Middleton's report contains the 
following paragraph: 

1 found "C" Battery ut Victoria, U C 
laboring under vpry- disadvantageous cir' 
ouinstunces. Having as yet no regular, 



barrack accotlamodations, thoy had boon 
quartered in tho Provincial Exhibition 
building, from which they had, just prior 
to my arrival, boon turned out to make 
way for an exhibitiom. 1 found them en- 
camped iu H convoiiioiit spot near by, and 
the camp looked clean and neat. This 
school is altogether for the purpose of 
giving instruction in garrison artillery, 
and is formed as suuh, but as yet has no 
heavy guns, and I saw thorn ou parade 
siiilply as an infantry company. Thoy 
looked cleiui and soldior-liko; moved well 
on parade and Boemod none tho worse for 
thoir late trip to Skoona in 
aid of tho civil power. Happily 
thoir aorvicoa wore not required in the 
field, but I am informed that the news of 
their being in the harbor with a man-of- 
war was ([uiokly conveyed up the river to 
tho Indiana, on whom it had a remarkably 
(juioting effect. 1 was also informed that 
the contluct of tho troops during the time 
was very good. A separate report of this 
has been already sent in. 1 hope the 
barracks for this School will be finished 
next year, aa thoy aro at a great disad- 
vantage at preaont. 1 atill think that, 
some addition should be granted to 
the allowances of this Battery, as a special 
case, the general coat oiF living in Victoria 
being greater than in the rest of the 
Dominion, the addition being in tho 
shapo of an allowance to cover increased 
cost of messing and to be regulated by a 
sliding scale for the several ranks. 

It is greatly to bo hoped that these 
strong roctnmnendatioiia will be attended 
to by the department and that next year's 
Report will contain an account of the 
completion of tho "C" Batlery liarracka 
at Point Macaulay. 

The General is not, it appears, alto- 
gether satisfied with the condition of the 
militia. He sees in it some defects. He 
says: 

"I have no reason to alter my opinion 
expressed in former reports iu the follow- 
inj; points: 

"The advisability of rodneing tho num- 
berof the militia and the necessity of c.-dl- 
iiig out every corps every year. The .ad- 
visability of giving more encouragement 
to the eiigmoer branch of the force. 

"The necessity of more guns of position 
and now held battery guns. 

"The question of rifle instruction for 
the force in general, including the necoa- 
aity of more ammunition for rifle and use 
of Morris and other tubes for winter prac- 
tice. " 

It is, however, hardly to be oxiiocted 
that a militia force in a new country would 
in all points meet with the approbation of 
a general who would naturally judge it in 
drill, discipline and equipment by the 
high standard of tho regular army. A 
poor man must have a poor wedding and 
on tho same principle a now country must 
be content with a military force a good 
many degrees below perfection.

Mr. Orr rose to correct a portion of the 
report of Thursday's prdceedings, pub-

did nut apply. 

Mr. Uiggius moved, seconded by Mr. 
Ladiier, that nii order of , the House bo 
granted for a rotiirh to this House of tlio 
ruloa and regiilatiuna framed and 
made by a coiniui.isioii of three porHona 
appointed under the powers conferred on 
the ({ovornTiient liy an act reyalutinL; the 
practice and proeeiliiiu of the .Supreme 
Court, 1S.S7, tuLjothor with the aniand- 
luouts or altera ii.iiiM of aueli rulea and 
regulatioim, it any, that have boon made 
by tlie Liouteiiatil-dovernor in Council. 

Tlie holt, muver called attention to 
the vital importuuce of tlie subject. Ru- 
mor had it that tlie rides were so defective 
and the fees so u.xoojisi ve astoinoet witlitlio 
stroiii; disapproval of the law society, llo 
had been unable to aeeui e information de- 
sired upon tbo subject, and consequontly 
moved the resolution.

CITY POLICE COURT. 

(Uefure Ihjii. A, N. Kicliuida, P. M.) 

Y^am Hick, charged with violation of 
the building by-law, pleaded stuilty and 
was lined 820. 

"Doc" Hall was arraigned on a charge 
of criminal assault preferred by ono .lessie 
Moore. The prosecutor did not ajipear, 
and the case was remanded until to-day. 



Mr. T. Davio I'.iped that the House 
would consider gravely before abolishing 
the act which it was proposed to repeal. 
Bei.'ause abuses were shown to exist, it 
was no mure a reason fur repeal of the 
ucb than that because some people drank 
to excess all should bu teetotallers, or that, 
because some persona made gluttons of 
tliomselves that starvation should bo tho 
order of the day. Tho question of re- 
pealing the act had to bo considered in re- 
lation to the administration of justice gen- 
erally and not mily in reference to tho 
small debt's act. Hasty legislation was 
at all times greatly to be deplored. It 
was always found to produce unsatisfactory 
results. He quoted the "judicial system 
act," as an example of unsatisfactory leg- 
islation. The legal luofesaion, himself in- 
cluded, were aa much to blame for that 
measure aa the giivernmuut which then 
ruled. That ineasuru was iia.aaod to abol- 
ish county cimrt judges, now tho country 
was unanimous for their re-appointment, 
and he was nut sure that the country was 
not rushing on to a greater blunder than 
thoy did boforo. To his mind the whole 
cause of delay in legal proceedings and 
discmitont amongst suitors was thu fact 
that the judgcH of appeal and of lirst in- 
stance were identical in person. The 
judge who sat in appeal wlioro millions 
might bo at stake, had to sit in paltry 
cases of $10 ur less. To a great extent 
the small debts' act relieved of this state 
of things. In Victoria, however, to the 
detriment of tho community, tho magis- 
trates had refused to work under tho act. 
The return to the county court system 
would, lielhoiighl, only partially moot 
thu compliiiiit of suitors. 'I'liat would re- 
lieve only in tho recovery of small debts 
which tho act now proposed to bo repealed 
abundantly dealt with. What was really 
wanted -was a division of the duties of su- 
premo court judgiis — some to sit in nm 
yi/'iits w-ork and have nothing to do with 
apjirals, and others to ait upon appeals 
and have nothing to do with ui'.si jirius 
cases. The trouble now was that when a 
judge was wanted upon the court of ap- 
peal, he is oil" at Chilliwhack or some- 
wborb, holding court, and when he is. 
wanted in his own district to try a case, 
he is absent at Victoria sitting on tho 
court of a]ipe,-d. Ho thought that with- 
out county court judges at all, except in 
the case of Vancouver and New West- 
minster district, w-here a county court 
judge was absolutely necessary, the wants 
of everybody could be met by a couple of 
the present bench of five judges being told 
oir til take the jury trials and other busi- 
ness i>f 11 rat instance, and the remaining 
three sitting exclusively as an a])pellato 
court. A liencli of three constitutes a 
more convenient court than four, as with 
an ovoii number there may be a failure of 
luatice by an equal division of opin- 
ion, as in the John case. 
With the aid of tho small debts act, 
tho Supreme Court judges, who might be 
told off for nisi prills wcu-k, would not bo 
over worked, as the potty busine-ss would 
be taken off their hands. He could nco 
no use in a county court judge being ap- 
])ointod for Kaniloops or Yale district. 
There is a county court judge at Clinton 
who can take both districts. For want of 
work ho spends much of his time in Vic- 
toria, aa does also tho district supremo 
court judge for the Yale district. With 
the hands of these twti judges idle, what 
conceivable good could be accomplisliod 
by appointing a third. In tho • case of 
Now Weatniinster district, a county court 
judge was roquii'ed. There were two 
large cities, second only to Victoria in 
point of numbers, with a large country 
population. So far from repealing tho 
small debts act, it should be made opera- 
tive in the city of Victoria as well as elso- 
wbaru. It li.-id been introduced at tho 
rei|uest of the board of trade, and if police 
magistrates would not work under 
it others should be appointed 
who would. With the small 
debts act in proper operation, 
separate supreme court judges to try cases 
in the first mstance, and a court of ap- 
peal formed of diH'orent judges, altogether 
distinct functions for each court, ho 
tluuight the result would show no cause 
for complaint by any ono. If the small 
debts act had been abused he would favor 
a committee to examine into its workings 
— but not to repeal it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson remarked that three 
county court judges were to be appointed, 
who would of course administer this act, 
and thus do away, to a very groat extent, 
with many of the abuses that had been 
com|)lained of. Aa Jlr. Bole had claimed 
that thu act was not working satisfactorily 
in Vancouver and Westminster Mr. Bob- 
son produced a letter and a telegram from 
iMayor Oppenheimnr of Vancouver, which 
he proceeded to read as follows : — 

\'AM;orvi;u, B.C., Feb. 7. — Hon. 
Ji^lui Uobsoii. Rejical of small debts act 
will seriously alfect our merchants and 
tradesmen. Act wokrs well, and is of great 
service in collecting small accounts, and 
should not bo repealed.

He had 
also a second telegram bearing on the 
subject, which, however, ho felt a little 
delicacy in reading, as it expressed tho 
views of Mr. Bole's owr. constituents. Ho 
would much prefer, he said, listening to

'resolution to repeal the act, while ho ox- 
pressed the wishes of his constituents with 
his usual flow of eloquence. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Bole — Spare me ! 
Hon. Mr. Robson proceeded to road 
the telegram, which was as follows:

Don't repeal small debts court 
act. AU protest against touching it. Bole 
has no authority for his action whatever.

When the laughter had in a inoaauro 
subsided, IMr. Bole denied that the tele- 
gram exprosaed tho wishes of tho jioople. 
The signers were the disappointed sup- 
porters of the government at the last 
election, he allirmod, and consequently 
had expressed their own views as those of 
tho coiinnuuity. 

Mr. Orr moved, seconded by Mr. Lad- 
ner, that tho sacoiid reading of the bill bo 
deferred for six mnnths. 

Hon, Mr. Davio udvisod tho roforonco 
of tho (pioation to a special coraiuittoe. 
Ho could not support tho amondiiient. 
Ho thought the presence of a county court 
judge was very beneficial in any com- 
munity, -whetKei? the amount of judicial 
business was great or small. Ono strong 
reason for tlio appointment of county 
court judges was that they, in very im- 
portant cases, could further tho ends of 
justice by sitting as stipendiary magis- 
trates. Ho thought a thorough invoati- 
gation before the repeal of tho act, should 
bo made by a 8i)ecial coiiiniitteo. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that in his 
ciuistituenoy the small debts act had 
worked well. He felt inclined to support 
tho act in any shape or form. Ho did 
not deny that abuses might exist, but they 
were not the fault of tho act, but of its 
administration. He advised the with- 
drawal of the bill. 

Leave being granted, the amendment 
and the application for a second reading 
w ore withdrawn. 

I'lUVILKOE. 

Mr, Allen — As there is nothing before 
the House at present, 1 rise to a question 
of i)rivilcg8. 1 am glad to see the lion, 
gontlcman from Cassiar hang his head. 
Ho should. In tho report of yesterday's 
proceedings, published in the 2'i7iti:s news- 
paper, 1 was credited' with saying " I 
have known Mr. Mason for twenty years, 
and know him to be faithful and true." 
This report of what ho said he pronounced 
absolutely false.

Mr. Grant this time was quoted as 
saying, "Tho honorable gentloman (Mr. 
Allen) has .sat in this House for six years 
and aays ho doesn't know tho difTerenco 
between tho previous question and a point 
of order — laughter." This Mr. Allen pro- 
nounced a slander of tho blackest dye. 
(.Vpplause), The "laughter" mentioned 
in the reportquotod was the laughter from 
tho Time) newapaiior. (Prolonged ap- 
plause).
